greater credit fund. 
The committee vote to support its 
substitute was IO to 2, Chairman Nor­ 
ris and 
Senator Ladd, 
Republican, 
North Dakota, being opposed. In the 
Senate Mr. Norris continued his cri­ 
ticisms of the plan. 
“Turn it over to Wall Street,” said 
Senator Norris, adding 
that bankers 
and 
no representative of agriculture 
were on
